Dumb Animals. 
They have proved 
to Tie the best means for combating 
th** froghoppers which have long in* 
tested the cane fields and greatly cur­ 
tailed the sugar Crops. 
A few years ago so great bad hts 
come the damage to the cane by the 
h op p ers that entomologists aud my­ 
cologists were called upon to study 
the situation and devise methods to 
prevent the destruction 
which 
had 
caused Hie loss of thousands of dol­ 
lars annually to (lie sugar growers. 
A remedy was quickly discovered. 
In 
the districts badly Infested by the frog­ 
hoppers there was Sn almost total ab­ 
sence of lizards, frogs and toads. 
To 
introduce these creatures aud to en­ 
courage their increase was obviously 
necessary to save the sugar crops.
